-A good pilot never fires until he is close, very 
close, to his enemy—with the fixed guns, of 
course, he has to be headed directly at him. So 
when Guynemer opened fire he automatically took 
his enemy's photograph. A mechanical device 
changed the plates almost instantly, and some 
times, he would bring back three or four expo- 
sures recording the stages of each of nib battles. 
Sometimes these are so close that the very fea- 
tures of the boche as he met death are discernible.

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FOR A SQUARE DEAL. 

The rejection of the bill appropriating $5000 
for an expert to aid the Board of Aldermen in 
drafting a new United Railways franchise is 
not, of so much moment if the Board of Alder- 
men will draft a sound and acceptable franchise 
bill. . 

Mayor Kiel’s attitude towards the employment 
of an expert is not nearly so important as his 
attitude towards the bills that have been framed 
and the final form which the settlement with 
the street railway company shall take. 

Unfortunately we find no ground for hope in 
the Mayor’s utterances that he realizes the men- 
ace to the city in the bills offered or that he 
intends to stand for a satisfactory settlement 
which will assure the extensions and the serv- 
ice the city needs. In view of Consulting En- 
°/gineer Smith’s unqualified indorsement of the 
pending bill the Mayor’s indorsement of Mr. 
Smith's qualifications as an expert kills hope 
The 
Mayor seems to be joined to his political idols. 

The proposed expert was to be an adviser and 
the plan of obtaining one was based upon the 
desire to frame a sound bill and win public con- 
fidence in the measure and then arrive as 
promptly as possible at a satisfactory conclusion. 
In the light of the discussion and the com- 
prehensive views expressed by and published in 
the Post-Dispatch the Board of Aldermen should 
be able to have a satisfactory bill drafted. The 
Post-Dispatch and the intelligent public opinion 
it represents want nothing more than a square 
deal for the city and the company. We want to 
protect the city against a deal that will fail to 
assure adequate street railway service for the 
future. We want to prevent a deal that will 
crucify the public for the benefit of stock job- 
bers and will hamper the city’s growth and the 
company’s service.

3. The application of all the surplus 
above this reasonable return on the appraised 
capital value to improved service or, if “~ 
earnings justify it, to reduced fares. 

4, Municipal control of service. 

5. The city’s right of purchase at an 


appraised value. 
The bills that have been offered lack these 


essential guarantees of extensions, improvements 
and good service. They provide forsrehabilitat- 
‘ing the company and making it a paying concern 
without assurance that the public will get the 
transportation facilities and the service to which 
it is entitled and which the cfty must have for 
public convenience and municipal growth and 
progress. 

We do not believe the people of St. Louis will 
accept a bill without these guarantees. We do 
not belfeve that all the financial and political 
power back of the plan to sacrifice public to 
private interest in dealing with the United Rail- 
ways will be able to jam it down the public 
throat.

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YOUNG MEN FOR SUFFRAGE. 


Had New York’s vote favorable to suffrage 
been polled in ordinary times it would, of course,

part of the men voting on the question. But it 
was held in time of war and the ballots of New 
York soldiers, who were afforded an opportunity 
to vote wherever located, were polled, counted 
and canvassed separate from the ballots of other 
citizens. 

For the first time in any suffrage election, 
accordingly, the views of men of a particular 
age—from 21 to 31 are reflected in the returns 
on the New York soldier vote. Soldiers had to 
be at least 21 to vote and it may be assumed that 
the vast majority of them were under 31. 

The figures show that only 8753 New York sol- 
diers voted against ee and almost twice 
that number, or 17,139, voted for it. As the atti- 
tude of these soldiers is probably typical of other 
men of about the same age, we get a glimpse at 
one reason for the rapid progress of suffrage in’ 
recent years. Old voters with strong prejudices 
at inst suffrage have been dying off and are 
being replaced by first-voters who view the ques- 
tion more open mindedly and sympathetically. 
The same reason is held to account for the 
remarkable growth in prohibition sentiment in 
many states. It provides a particularly satisfying 
explanation for the drift to prohibition by Federa!

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TRADE AFTER THE WAR. 
Dr. Walter Rathenau, head of the General Elec- 
tric Co. of Germany and the greatest industrial 


given a Swiss paper, paints a gloomy picture for 
the old world. He foresees a general commercial 
debacle for Europe after the war and he doesn’t 
exempt Germany from the general ruin. 

“America and Japan,” says Rathenau, “will 
command the seas and the trade that goes in 
ships.” England, he says, will become a summer 
resort for America. Just what will happen to 
Germany he does not say, but intimates tHat a 
long-drawn-out war will leave her prostrate with 
her neighbors. 

Rathenau undoubtedly is famillar with indus- 
trial conditions in Europe and-perhaps with 
those in America, but he certainly does not un- 
derstand the spirit of this country. The eagle 
is the emblem of America, not the vulture. The 
United States has no desire to fatten off the dead 
meat of its enemies nor has it any desire to take 
advantage of its friends. 

There is no doubt that America will expect to 
enlarge its trade fields after the war. It will 
have a great merchant marine and many new 
industries, but, in matters of commerce, the United 
States has never asked more than a fair field 
and an equal fight and will not ask for more in 
the years to come.

‘‘COMRADE’’ HANGMAN ELUDED. 

An account from Russia of the escape of a mili- 
tary prisoner who had been sentenced to death 
for treason shows how well Bolsheviki principles 
have been popularly assimilated. When the con- 
demned man was led out to the scaffold he sug- 
gested that his “comrades” take a vote on the 
question. A meeting of guards and official wit- 
nesses was thereupon organized of which the 
prisoner was made secretary, and during argu- 
ments by Comrade Hangman and various Mini- 
malist, Maximalist and other comrades, Comrade 
Prisoner made his escape. It was then decided 
that the prisoner’s disappearance disposed of his 
punishment and the meeting proceeded by unanit- 
mous vote to condemn Comrade Hangman to 
three months’ imprisonment. 

In the days before the outer world knew much 
about the Bolsheviki the story might have passed 
as apocryphal. But it is too good not to be true; 
in the light of our present understanding of Rus- 
sian political conditions it must pass as a perfect 
example of the application of Bolshevist ideas 
of justice and equal rights.

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A NEW POLITICAL FACTOR. 

Officers of the Nonpartisan League assert that 
this new political force will demand, after the 
war, that official maximum and minimum prices 
be fixed for grains. The league members expect 
to gain this objective, as they are confident that 
the strength of the league as a voting power will 
be demonstrated in 14 states at the next election 
in such a manner that no legislative body will 
treat it lightly. — : 

League organizers are working in 14 states col- 
lecting money and extending the roster. The 
membership is increasing. Ray McKaig, field 
secretary of the organization, predicts that the 
league will elect Governors in seven states at 
the next election. ‘The states he names are in 
the Northwest, Nebraska being the southernmost. | 
But the league is rapidly moving southward. 
Texas is beginning to feel the propaganda. 

The Kansas State officials last week learned 
something of the strength of the league and its 
platform in that State, when dozens of petitions 
came into Gov. Capper’s office demanding that 
he call a special session of the Legislature to re- 
fer to the people a law permitting the State own- 
ership of coal mines and public utilities. The 
State ownership idea is one of the chief planks 
of the’ league platform, its original plank being 
the State ownership of grain elevators. 

There are many strong “talking points” of this 
rapidly growing political party. One is “down 
with the politicians.’’ Another is “profit for the 
producer.” The latter brings with it the demand 
for a system of Federal controlled markets. 
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PROGRESS IN ARKANSAS. 

Two notable signs of progress appeared in Ar- 
kansas within a week. The State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction reported that 25,000 more 
children were enrolled ih the schools this year 
than last. A Little Rock Judge ordered that 
the grand jury take up the legislative brfbery in- 
vestigation where the grand jury contempora- 
neous with the legislative session dropped it. 

A compulsory school law, effective this year, is 
the cause of the increased school attendance. 
Supt. Bond expresses some surprise at the figures 
published. The law was so strongly objected to 
in some quarters that a lax enforcement was an- 
ticipated. He notes that boys of 15, almost of 
adult size, often are found in school rooms‘stand- 
ing beside the child of 6. And with great satis- 
faction he declares that these big boys are earnest 
pupils.

Time to Save Markets. 

Therefore, the German, still know- 
img fortune days on the battlefield, 
perceived a year ago that his sole 
galvation lay in ending the war be- 
fore the full harvest and prejudice 
had ripened and while there was still 
a chance of saving some of his van- 
ishing markets. That portion of Ger- 
many which is moderate, not be- 
cause of political or moral ideals, 
but because of material and busi- 
mess concerns, last year demanded 
peace. and to tts demands, reinforced 
by the war weariness of the masses 
of the German people, the Govern- 
ment replied by a peace proposal, 
abortive, probably wholly dishonest 
in real purpose, but in itself giving 
evidence of the true state of affairs 
in Germany. 

Now, after a year, Germany is to 
make a new peace proposal. So far 
as the military situation is concerned 
the Germans are not much worse off 
than they were a year ago, save as 
their submarine campaign has failed 
and left them no weapon against 
their chief foe—Great Britain. They 
have lost battles and ground in the 
West, but they have accomplished 
the downfall of Russia and have 
greatiy lessened the pressure upon 
Austria by their Italian campaign. 
Their Turkish ally has lost Bagdad 
and Jertisalem, Mesopotamia and 
Palestine, but they have lost little, 
and on the military side are threat- 
ened with no immediate disaster. 

Loss of Man Power. 

But on the material side the Ger- 
man position is infinitely worse than 
a@ year ago, and it is to the material 
side that the world will look more 
and more henceforth for the solution 
of this greatest of wars. In the last 
year Germany has not lost more men 
than her French and British oppo- 
ments, conceivably, but she has 
borne the loss alone, while the 
French and British have divided it. 
In two years the British may have 
lost 1,500,000, the French 1,000,000, 
but the Germans have lost 3,000,- 
600, including their "elds. Th 
Russian and Italian fie his 
means that the German in rial 
machinery, the humanry, is being 


* burned up almost twice as fast as 


the French or British, while we, the 
other great rival, have lost nothing 
in man power. 

And, at the same time, the year 
has seen the United States enter the 
war, immediately turning over its 
great resources in money and credit 
to the allies and preparing to turn 
over its millions of men. In 1913, 
if the war endures that:long, we shall 
take over a portion of the human 
losses of the allies, while the drain 
on German man power will remain 
constant, and with our entrance into 
the war we have taken up new rela- 
tions with the enemies of Germany 
and, togeth-r with our financial 
commitments to Britain, France and 
Italy, will insure close relations after 
the struggle. When the war ends, our 
investments in Britain and France 
will be tremendous; merely to that if 
for no other reason, we shall have 
to bend our efforts to aid in rehabil- 
tating these countries. 

Thus, in fact, although not by any 
existing treaty or one likedly to be 
written, there is forming a great eco- 
nomic alliance against Germany 
which will endure after the war. Its 
cement will be the blood of the so!- 
diers of the allied nations, shed in a 
common cause and against a commn 
foe. All the negotiations, arrange- 
ments, interchange of men and ideas 
among the allied countries will con- 
tribute to erecting an alliance not the 
less real because it has no “scrap of 
paper’ to guarantee it. 

All this commercial Germany sees. 


Much of it this commercial Germany 
recognizes, is now unavoidable, bu! 
out of the ruin much may perhaps 
still be saved if the war does not go 
on for a year or two more and com- 
plete the organization of the world 
against the fatherland. But each 
month the war goes forward this al- 
liance, this mutual understanding, 
this community of action among her 
enemies menaces Germany’s future, 
and the more successful her armies) 
are in the field, provided they do no: 
accomplish an absolute triumph— 
and no German expects this—the 
closer this alliance becomes and the 
more united are the French the 
British and the United States, to 
say nothing of the Italians and the 
smaller nations allied with the anti- 
German group. 

Hence, it is essential to Germany 
to have peace. Each day the war 
continues is a lost battle even though | 
it is marked by no captured trench | 
or city. This is why the German. 
talks peace. This is why the German 
agent talks peace; this is why every | 
German intrigue is directed toward 
procuring peace. We, on ‘he allied; 
side, believe that in time, and when | 
America arrives on the battiefield, | 
the victory can be won in the field. | 
The German equally honestly be- | 
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lieves that he can never be defeat- 
ed and conquered by the opposing 
armies and his arguments have their | 
value. 

But what the German does recog-| 
nize more clearly than the allies, ig | 
the fact that short of victory which | 
escaped him at the Marne and it! 
Verdun, he will lose if it is protract- 
ed, even if his armies are uncon- | 
quered, because his whole commer- | 
cial and industrial future is being! 
destroyed, while his armies remain | 
unbeaten and his lines unshaken.

!ways know what pilot is to relieve 
| them. when he is due, and when that 
‘time comes they signal down that 
they are going home. At this change 
of shifts many humorous adieux are 
wired down—many of them rather 
grim, for the boys will not take ite 
and death very seriously. The ob- 
servation planes do their work at low 
altitudes, from 6000 to 7000 feet, 
whereas the chasse pilots do all 
theirs above 10,000 feet and often as 
high as 20,000. 
Incidentally, one of the greatest 


‘air dangers comes, not from enemy 


planes or from anti-aircraft guns-— 
the chasse planes are far beyond 
the reach of these little beasts—but 
from the high angle shells of their 
‘own and enemy guns fired at other 
targets, often far behind the lines. 


The howitzer shells often reach a 


‘height of miles at the top of their 


trajectory, and the fighting, as wel) 
as the regulating planes are right 
in their paths. It is a curious thing 
that pilots are very often able to 
see the shelis as they pass by. ! 
myself have often seen them clearly 
enough to recognize their size and 
shape. , , 

Big Shell Clips Wings of Filer. 

One of the most remarkable 
things that has happened at the 
front was the clipping off of the 
upper wings of a Caudron type of 
plane by a German sheil. The plane 
was in the act of turning: i was 
sidewise to the’ lines when a ahell 
passed right through the struts and 
took both upper wings off clean. 
Stranger still, the pilot was able te 
land back of our lines without either 
the observer or himself being in- 
jured. They had a bad shaking up, 
of course, and smashed the plane. 
but they themselves were only a bit 
cut up. 

Another class of work, and prob- 
ably the most dangerous and the 
most exciting of all the tasks that 
are assigned to the aviators, is known 
as “laisson d’infantrie.” This is to 
co-operate with the ground forces 
during an attack, and takes two 
forms. In the first, when an attack 
is in progress, every poilu wears a 
white tin disc, 12 inches in diameter, 
strapped on his knapsack. After 
each rush forward the infantry must 
drop at intervals for rest and cover. 
When they Iie prone in the shell 
holes and craters these tin discs, 
winking up at the observer in the 
air above them, make a white polka- 
dot pattern in the landscape, and he 
can get the exact distance the in- 
fantry has progressed. This he wires 
back to the battery commanders. 
who extend their range so that their 
barrage fire is kept at proper dis- 
tance in advance of their troops. 

A miscalculation of the distance 
by the aerial observer would re- 
sult in our own men being crushed 
under the fire of their own guns. For 
this work the observer must fly low, 
sometimes not more than 700 or 800 
feet above the ground, so that he 
may accurately judge the distance 


advanced. Armored airplanes, the 
nacelle of which is covered with 
sheet steel, are now being used for 
this class of work because of the in- 
tensity of the fire from the boche 
machine guns fn the trenches oppo- 
site them. Heretofore planes used in

Same Crew’s Romantic Voyage. 


This gun crew made a romantic 
voyage of it.

“Our last two shells seem to have 
hit the submarine in the forward 
part. A few seconds later her bow 
jumped up and then she went down,

|come up again, and I believe it was | 
Sunk then and there. No damage | 
| Was done to our ship, and there 
were no casualties ” 

Capt. Charlton, the very efficient 
master of the Silver Shell, confirms 
this statement in his separate report 
and makes it even more convinc- 
ing: 

“At 7:25 our first shells appeared 
to hit the submarine, but up to that 
time our shells had fallen short. At 
| 7:30 one shot struck right in fron: 
of the submarine and appeared to lift 
the bow of the craft out of the 
water. Then she came back and 
immediately disappeared, with the 
stern elevated, only 10 seconds after 
the shot took effect. The weather 
was fine but the sea rough, and dur- 
ing the engagement I kept in the 
trough of it.”

But They Forgot 

to Destroy the Plates. 

This example of German efficiency 
occurred during the winter of 1908- 
09. 

Skip now five years and come to 
the outbreak of the great war, in 
August, 1914. Newspaper para- 
phrases of the now famous interview 
had, meantime, been printed, only 
to be dented and repudiated—but 
the article as written by Hale for 
“The Century” was to all intents 
and purposes dead. Every printed 
copy had been destroyed, Hale’s 
manuscript as well 

Bernstorff, in the meantime, had 
risen from an attache of the Ger- 
man embassy at Washington, and 
was now Ambassador. Russia and 
Austria, France and Germany, En- 
gland and Germany, not to mention 
Servia, began fighting. -The Kaiser's 
interview was forgotten. That iz. 
it was all but forgotten. Then, in 
September, 1914, it was suddenly re- 
membered, remembered by someone 
in the offices of #*The Century.” He 
spoke of it. What wonderful read- 
ing it would make now, he said 
Suppressed as likely to cause war, 
that reason, with the whole of Eu- 
rope fighting, was now eliminated 
Shouldn't they publish it?

Bernstorff Rushes Here; 
Again Blocks Printing. 


The German Ambassador took ths 
first train for New York and went 
to his famous suite at the Ritz- Carl- 
ton. He was somewhat aghast. How. 
he ingiured, sputteringly, could The 
Century resurrect an article that it 
had retained no copy of? It was un- 
heard of, terrible, a catastrophe. 
The existence of the plates was 
then explained to him, and he threw 
up his hand. ‘“‘No!” he shouted, he 
would not release The Century. 
An agreement was an agreement, 
and to print the article now would 
be worse than had it appeared five 
years before. He did not explain 
why, but possibly he visualized with 
what keen relish Roman Catholic 
Austria and Roman Catholic Italy— 
Italy was then neutral—would read 
the Emperor’s attack on the Cath- 
olic Church. 

| The Amabssador won his point. 
AEOLIAN CO. Having given its word, The Cen- 
tury stood by it. This country, it 
must be recalled, was then neutral, 
and all citizens were cotnselled by 
President Wilson to keep neutral in 
word and action. Bernstorff asked 
for the plates and got them. They 
were boxed and dispatched to him 
at Washington. The proof taken, 
previously mentioned, was destroy- |, 
ed. With the printed pages burned 
at sea, the plates at last in Bern- 
storff's keeping (also presumably 
soon destroyed) and the final proof 
taken from the resurrected plates 
obliterated—this ended the _  exis- 
tence of the record by printing of 
the Kaiser's loose talk to William 
Bayard Hale. 

All except one copy. That is intact. 
How or when or by whom it was 
obtained it is not permissible to 
state. But it exists, and it4s as Hale 
wrote it, and it is not his original 
manuscript. Some day, as was said 
above, it may be given to the world. 


“American’’ Got Outline 
From Northcliffe Press. 


Now as to the leaks—that is to 
say, the newspaper paraphrases of 
the interview which appeared short- 
ly after the suppression of the article 
by the Century. First to essay a 
synopsis was “The New York Ameri- 
can,’’ which in its issue of Novem- 
ber 20, 1908, printed the story under 
a London date. The Hearst papers 
at the time had some sort of a 
working alliance with the North- 
cliffe press in England, and it has 
been suggested that when Hale sub- 
mitted his article in London a skele- 
ton of it was retained by some one 
there, and from this source reached 
“The American” here. 

The day after the American's 
Londo dated synopsis came the 
World's broadside. It purported to 
present, the only accurate account 
of what the Kaiser really had said, 
and so stated in a brief introduction. 
It then continued:

The first Unitea States army truck 
train running on its own power be- 
tween Detroit and the Atlantic sea- 
board left the Packard factory at 8 
o'clock December 14.

ECONOMY BOARD 
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TO REDUCE SERV 


NOT AUTOMOBLES 


F. W. A. Vesper returned Saturday 
morning from Washington, where hé 
attended the meeting of automobile 
dealers called by A. W. Shaw, chair- 
man of the Commercial Economy 
Board, for the discussion of economies 
in the sale and distribution of auto- 
mobiles and other items, in which the 
automobile industry could co-operate 
whegg the Government in the war cri- 
sis. 

Mr. Shaw had been quoted as being 
in favor of immediate curtailment in 
the automobile industry, because of 
the supposed need of the Government 
for the men and plants now used in 
the manufacture of automobiles. To 
representatives of the trade press he 
had stated that immediate curtailment 
Was necessary, and that the object of 
the called meeting of the dealers was 
for the purpose of placing the facts 
before the representatives of the trade 
and devising the necessary 
for such curtailment, etc. Consider- 
able apprehension was therefore felt 
by representatives of the trade. 


The meeting was attended by rep- 


resentatives from dealers’ associa- 
tions at New York, Boston, Chicago, 
Atlanta, Cleveland, St. Louis and Can- 
ton, O., and Mr. Vesper represented 
the St. Louis Automobile Association 
as its vice president. 

After full discussion of the needs 
and requirements of the trade, and 
the condition surrounding same, Mr. 
Shaw made a statement that no cur- 
tailment would be recommended by 
the War Economy Board, and that it 
did not have for its purpose the re- 
striction or curtailment of the deal- 
ers’ business in any particular. What 
‘he desired to do was to co-operate 
‘with the trade in such a way that it 
'would effect economical savings, not 
lonly of money, but men as well, and

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ERMANY is the 
backbone of the 
Central Powers’ mil- 
itary organization. 
Shatter her and the 
whole fabric of the en- 
emy’s opposition falls to 

the ground. Because of this fact, France, 

Great Britain, and, now, the United 

States, have massed their strength in 

France and Flanders. For the same rea- 

son Germany has maintained in France 

and Flanders two-thirds of her total forces. 

Today she has practically the whole of her 

armies—or what is left of them—on the West- 

erm front and in Italy. 

How may Germany be beaten? 

In the early days of the war, when her armies were 
at their full strength, it was believed that the break- 
down would come within her borders. We all remeni- 
ber the familiar predictions of 1915 and 1916. She 
was to suffer financial collapse; lacking cotton, nitre 
and copper, she would be unable to munition her vast 
armies; lacking food, she would starve. 

Yet, today, with the fourth year of the war half 
spent, the German people are not starving for food; 
her armies are not starving for munitions; nor is 
she bankrupt, net at least in the eyes of her own peo- 
ple. 


But, as year after year of the war passed by, it be- 


gan to be realized that there was yet another menace 
to German success; a menace purely military in na- 
ture, remorseless in its approach, and absolutely fatal 
when it arrived—the menace of a shortage of man- 
power. 

Today, among all military men and among those 
civilians who have managed to maintain a true. per- 
spective of this vast war, it is known that the back- 
bone of German resistance will be broken when the 
wastage of man-power—rifle-bearing man-power—has 
reached the point where it is no longer possible to 
man the battle front in sufficient strength to hold 


- back the enemy. 


This wastage and the ultimate arrival at the point 
of man-exhaustion are a mere question of mathe- 
matics—of addition and subtraction; the result is as 
eertain as that water will not run up hill; or that 
the whole is greater than its part. 

Of the four great necessities referred to, failure 
of any one of which would bring Germany down, the 
first three may be likened to a constantly-flowing river 
—the last to a reservoir of definite capacity. There 
is a certain amount-of uncertainty as regards the 
first three—but the last, unless Germany can gain 
an early military decision, spells her certain and 
hopeless defeat. 

You may carry the bucket to the stream as often 
as you like; but dip your bucket in the cistern too often 
and one day you shall find it dry. 

To no one are these facts so well known as to the 
German staff; and no part of the German propa- 
ganda has been so cleverly handled as that which is 
designed to camouflage that human cistern, the con- 
tents of which have been drained away so swittly as 
the war has run its course. 

“Look at the map,” cries Von Hollweg. 

“Look at the cistern,’ we answer; and with our eyes 
on that annual Joss of one and a quarter "niliion Ger- 
man fighting men who will never again shoulder a 
rifle, we care yery little whether the ».ood letting be 
done a little to the east or a little to the west of a line 
iraced on a map. 
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At the beginning of the war it was full 
to the brim with 9,500,000 men and 
with a potential annual inflow of 
450,000, but it is estimated that by 
August, 1918, the total net losses 
will have reached 5,000,000, and 
the conclusion is drawn that this, 
and not lack of food, munitions or 
money, will win war for the allies 


As to the bankruptcy of Germany, it can never 
happen so long as the Kaiser has a printing press to 
turn out a cataract of paper money, and the German 
(itizen is comtent to accept the output at its face value. 

Nor will Germany fail to supply all the munitions 
that her rapidly dwindling armies can use. She can 
dig coal and iron ore from her mines and coax nitregen 
from the atmosphere for guns, shells and explosives—- 
and keep on doing it indefinitely. The Servian mines 
and the kitchen of the hausfrau will give theirc yield of 
copper. The stream will flow in sufficiency as long as 
the war shall last. ; 

l'‘ood? There is enough arable land between tlie 
battle lines to raise sufficient food to keer the citizen 
alive and provide a special ration for the man at the 
front. 

Men? Before this war, military writers, the Germans 
included, told us that the proportion of the population 
in any country that could be made into fightinz ren 
was 10 per cent. The population of Germany is 68,000,- 
0o0O. As a matter of fact the mobilization has reached 
nearly 15 per cent, and therefore in August, 1914, the 
petential fighting strength of Germany was about 
9,500,000 men. 

This was the reservoir from which the human ma- 
terial would have to be fed to the fighting lines. The 
one and one-half million fighting men could never 
be affected by the birth rate—not unless the war should 
run for 18 vears. The only supply available to offset 
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the outflow was the phys- 

ically efficient young men, 
some 450,000, who would 
reach the age of 18 each 

year. Unlike the question of 
paper money, or munitions, or 
food, there is no process by 
which men can be printed in a 
printing press or fabricated in 
smelter, rolling mill and lathe. 
Nor can you dig up fighting men 
from the ground, like potatoes. 
And net even the German chemists 
could make a substitute for human flesh 
and blood—though they probably dreamed 
even of that. ~ . 

So there it stood at the beginning of the 
war, a cistern full to the brim with 9,500,- 
000 men and with a potential annual inflow of 450,000, 
according to figures presented in the Scientific Ameri- 
can, i 

Now let us see what has been the rate of loss. There 
are two ways in which we may get at the facts: first, 
the German official statements; second, the estimates 
made by the Allied Military Intelligence Departments 
(Secret Service). And we find that these arrive at the 
same total loss—dead and hopelessly crippled—of about 
5,000,000 men. 

For the first two years Germany gave out official 
figures—doctored, of course. But the allies, through 
their secret service agents in Germany, gathered the 
true figure’ by tabulating the notices sent to the rela- 
tives of the dead, and recorded on the roll of honor of 
churches, clubs, labor unions, etc. This revealed that 
about 1,150,000 men had been killed or taken prisoners, 
and reckoning the hopelessly crippled at 1,350,000 men, 
which is about the ratio of cripples to dead as deter- 
mined in this war, we get a loss of 2,500,000 in the first 
two years and a total loss of about 5,000,000 men by 
August, 1918. ) 

Gen. Maurice, replying recently to Gen. Ludendorf’s 
statement that the British in making their slight gains 
in Flanders, this year, had lost 500,000 men, stated that 
they had never that number engaged on the sector in 
question. He stated, further, that they had accurate 
knowledge that the German losses had been 75 per cent 
greater than those of the British. 

There is nothing surprising in this statement. Not 
oply have the British a great superiority in gunfire— 
as have the French—with superior observation by air- 
plane, but the Germans have frequently made a dozen 
or more counter attacks in close order during the furi- 
ous fighting-on the Somme and before Ypres. Their 
losses must necessarily be enormous, 

Now the British losses as officially reported have 
been running as high as 30,000 a week. Eighty per cent 
of these, at lcast, or 24,000 must have occurred on the 
western front. During the winter months the losses 
have averaged about 10,000 per week. This gives an 
average for the year of 17,000 per week on this front. 

Increasing this by 75 per cent gives a German loss 
on the British front of 29,750 per week. 

Their losses to the French at such battles as the 
Marne, Champagne, Verdun, the Chemin des Dames, 
cannot be less—they may indeed be more. 

The terrific fighting on the Russian front coupled 
with the Servian, Rumanian and Italian drives may 
readily have resulted in an average casualties of say 
26,000 per week among the Germans. ) 

The total average casualties, on all fronts then,

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WOMEN OF AMERI CA: “Get Ready to a ke the Places 


os Men in Munition Factories and Many Other Trades 


Five hundred thousand skilled men 
workers of every conceivable class 
will be needed in France within the 
next six months, and their places at 
lathes, drills, planes grinders and 
presses will have to he filled largely 
by women—Great Britain has more 
than 1,000,000 employed in her muni- 
tion factories alone, daughters of earls 
working alongside daughters of day 
laborers, and with many thousands of 
others in other lines they have virtual- 
ly solved the problem of a scarcity of 
skilled labor $3 $3 + : 


N St. Louis a few months ago we saw women 
replace men as elevator conductors in down- 
town office buildings; then we observed that 
girls instead of boys were carrying messages 
for the telegraph companies, and now two 
women have been employed as substitutes for 
men for the delivery of the United States mail. 

In New York women have been put into uniforms 
and placed on duty as. conductors on the surface car 
lines. In St. Louls women are being trained for the 
same work. Here in the Middle West we also have 
seen photographs of women working at loading freight 
cars and performing tasks suitable to their strength 
in railroad shops, and at least one railroad, the Penn- 
sylvania, has employed them on track work. Women, 
too, have taken the place of longshoremen on the 
docks at Eastern seaports. 

Yet this is only a beginning. Within the next six 
months factories of all kinds all over the United 
States will be obliged to throw open their doors and 
invite the women to enter, not to be employed on 
jobs which women hitherto have done, but to take 
their places at lathes, at drills, at planes, at grinders, 
at presses and to do other tasks which up to now have 
been exclusively in the province of men. 

The’ reason for this is that before long Uncle Sam 
is going to need a million skilled workmen in France. 
He will need 500,000 within the next six months, all 
of whom, must needs be drawn from American fac- 
tories and trades. There are not enough skilled men 
left in the country to fill the gaps and, as in England, 
unskilled men and women are to be called upon to 
supply the deficiency. 

“If our sons,’ says a circular issued by the National 
City Bank of New York City, “can go to the front as 
privates, our daughters can go to the offices and 
factories as privates.”’ 

At no time in history have armies required such 
armies behind them as in the present war. For every 
aviator in the air, 10 more or less skilled workers must 
be on the ground. This means that if the United States 
sends 25,000 aviators abroad, 250,000 mechanics and 
other workers must accompany them. America, too, 
is sending to France hundreds of engines and cars, 
and the men who operate them all must come from 
this country. When the American ordnance and 
engineering departments are well . established in 
France each will. need 50,000 trained men, the latter 
possibly more. More than 100,000 will be required 
by the Quartermaster-General’s department and the 
Surgeon-General’s department also will call for a 
great many. 

Just to show the crying need for men, the Ordnance 
Department of the United States army alone has sent 
out a nation-wide appeal for enlistments of men in 
39 different occupations, none of which ordinarily 
would be associated by the public with carrying on 
the war. 

Therefore, the problem which American industry is 
now facing is how to take these hundreds of thousands 
of skilled workmen from our factories and shops and 
still keep up our ability to produce as it is necessary 
during the war. One answer is the substitution of 
women for men wherever possible and the other is 
what a writer in Motor Age calls the “dilution of 
skilled labor.”’ 

Dilution of skilled labor, it is explained, is the mix- 
‘ture of unskilled and medium skilled labor with the 
skilled. For instance, in a factory employing 1000 
skilled men, 200 have been withdrawn for military 
service. Two hundred unskilled or semi-skilled work- 
men are scattered through the various departments. 
The semi-skilled do the simplest jobs of the skilled. 
The skilled, relieved from these tasks, give a part of 
their time to superintending and educating the semi- 
skilled, so that in a shorter time than would be the 
case under normal conditions they, too, soon can be 
classed_as skilled workers. 
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But from the experience of England and France, 
especially the former, it is probably the women upon 
whom American industry largely will depend. In 
England, there is not a machining job on any of the 
aviation engines that is not done by women. Every 
milling operation, every lathe operation, every drilling 
operation, every grinding operation, every inspection 
operation, has been carried so far by women that it 


almost can be said that the substitution of women for 


skilled labor is a fact. 


Approximately 80 per cent of the ammunition made 
in England is made by women, and women are used 
exclusively in the manufacture of small ammunition. 
They are used almost entirely in the making of 5-inch 
shells, and in one factory which turns out 8-inch 
shells, 94 per cent of the workers are women and only 
6 per cent men. 


In the manufacture of the great 
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15-inch shells, men perform only those 
operations in which the _ physical 
strength of the women is not equal to 
the weights to be handled. 

In her munition factories alone, 
Great Britain has more than 1,000,000 
women workers. There is one factory, 
making 6-inch shells, in which the ratio 
of women to skilled mechanics is 50 to 
1, and in one explosive factory employ- 
ing 11,000 there are 11,000 women. They 
also are used.very largely in such care- 
ful manufacture as the breech mechanisms of howitzer 
guns. There is one shop, one of the best in England, 
in which every machine engaged in this work is oper- 
ated by women. 

It must not be supposed that the women thus: em- 
ployed in England have been drawn entirely from the 
poorer classes. A great proportion of them come from 
the better homes and thousands are members of the 
wealthiest families. Daughters of Lords, Earls and 
Viscounts are working’ on lathes alongside of daugh- 
ters of grocers, butchers, cubblers and day laborers. 
The women from the better homes have proved to be 
the best on skilled work, their careful education ex- 
hibiting itself in their quicker adaptability to work as 
well as greater care and accuracy. 

An excellent outline or what England has accom- 
plished in the dilution of skilled labor and the substi- 
tution of women for skilled workmen has been given 
by G. H. Baillie, a member of the special mission of 
the British Ministry of Munitions, and it is of value in 
indicating what this country must do very soon in 
order to meet the same emergency. He said: 

“Our two schemes have been the dilution of skilled 
labor and the substitution of women for men. One 
provision of that agreement was the abolition of all 
jurisdiction limits, and another provision had the 
effect of abolishing all trade union customs and prac- 
tices during the period of the war. The whole agree- 
ment, however, referred to work on munitions only. 
Our employers made use of those agreements in vari- 
ous ways. First, an unskilled worker was brought into 


the plant to do an easy job. The man so displaced 
was put on the more skilled work, and the man dis- 
placed was again promoted, and so on until there had 
been an upgrading of skill throughout the whole shop. 

“I might give you an instance of that process which 
occurred recently in a steel works in Wales. The 
works had put up some new furnaces but the ministry 
was unable to supply either skilled men or unskilled 
men for the extension. The firm solved its problem 
by taking on 67 women. The women, though, did not 
work the furnace. The process was this: The women 
took the place of laborers in the plant; they did load- 
ing and unloading and wheeling and transporting of © 
material of all ds and breaking up limestone, and 
generally all the laboring work in the plant that they 
could tackle. The men so displaced were put onto 
the simplest jobs in the works. They were made 
fourth-hand melters and mixers, and so the grading-up 
process was continued on the old furnaces until a 
sufficient skilled staff had been obtained to work 
and man the new furnace. 

“Another method adopted was to draw unskilled 
men from the nonessential trades, unskilled men 
who were either over military age or of low medical 
category. Watchmakers were brought into the. tool- 
rooms to do gage making. Our building industry 
was largely closed down and we took sanitary 
plumbers from there and trained 
them up to do lathe turning for our 
explosive factories. We also drew 
from the building industry carpen- 
ters and joiners and sent them into 
the shipyards to act as shipwrights 

and shipjoiners. We 


took mechanics, tex- 
tile mechanics, from 
‘the textile industries, 
accustomed only to 
rough work and 
trained them up to the 
better work of muni- 
tions. ° 


“A third way 


by confining the fully 
qualified mechanic to 
the highest forms of 
skilled work. If the 
mechanic normally 
had been on a job that 
could be split up into 
two or more parts of 
varying degrees of 
skill, the mechanic 
was confined to the 
part requiring the 
most skill, and we 
trained up men and 
women to do the less- 
- er skilled parts. As 
an example of that 
process, I might men- 
tion the making of 
snap gages in the tool- 
room. We commonly 
employ women to 
make, harden and 
grind the gages to 
within nearly their 
limits, perhaps half a thousandth .of an inch, 
and we confine the skilled mechanic to putting on the 
finishing tauch. 

“That dilution helped us to a great measure in deal- 
ing with our shortage of skilled labor, but before long 
practically all the useful men in the nonessential 
trades had either been drafted into the army or had 
gone into the munition plants, and to meet our con- 
tinually increasing demands for munitions, we had 
to rely upon the women, and we adopted the scheme of 
employing women for every job which a woman could 
de or could be trained to do. : 

“It was agreed that a woman undertaking work 
which previously had been done by.a skilled mechanic 
should receive the same day rate as the skilled man; 
if she was on piece work. she was to receive the same 
piece rate. It was only when she was Gn unskilled 
or semi-skilled work that the woman's wage could 
differ from that of the man, and then the wage was 
regulated by an order which fixed a minimum wage, a 
wage, roughly speaking. two-thirds that of the un- 
skilled man. “Those wage conditions may not appear 
of great advantage to the employer, but indirectly they 
have proved extremely useful. 

“As a result of the good wages the women have 
been able to earn on munitions work, we have never 
been short, of applicants for any kind of work, and our 
employment of women at present is limited only by 
our facilities for training them. In another respect, 
too, those conditions have been useful. They have

ONALD C. THOMPSON, intrepid Amer- 
ican from the Kansas prairies, just back 
from Russia, through his own observ- 
ing eyes and the faithful recording eye 
of his motion-picture camera, saw the 
tottering and crash of the imperial 

Government, and the tragic effort of 

a republic to rise upon the ruins. He was in the middle 

of the clash of the opposing forces. He saw men die. 
Mr. Thompson has been a photographer for several 

years. He went abroad when the war started and has 
been on every battle front but oné, has been twice 
wounded and often a prisoner in military jails. Here 
are some of the things which impressed him, as set 
down in his note book: 


The most remarkable charge probably ever made by 
the Cossacks occurred in Petrograd during the food 
demonstrations. I saw it. The Cossacks with uf- 
mistakable dash and spirit rode down as if to anni- 
hilate the crowd—toe up in stirrups, sabers flashing— 
but not a ®lade struck home, not a blade did more than 
eut the air. My interpreter, himself a,Cossack, who 
had been assigned to me by the general staff, began 
to cry and cross himself. I asked him what it all 
meant—the cheering of the crowd, the doffing of 
caps, and the-theatrical sham of the Cossacks’ charge. 


With a tremulo in his voice he told me that it was. 


the first time in Russian history that. Cossacks had 
refused to obey the orders of the high command. 
“The end has come,” he said. “That means the rule 
of the people.”’ 

After the revolution it seemed as if everybody 
wanted to get away. No matter which way trains were 
running they were jammed. Compartments designed 
for four passéngers would have twenty-five crowded 
into them. Once in a seat it was almost impossible 
to leave it. No effort was made to permit passengers 
to detrain at any station. The only chance a passen- 
ger had was to smash a window, plunge out, and trust 
to luck that he might be within a few miles of where 
he wanted to go. Rules and regulations were by com- 
mon consent abolished. Train crews became their 
own traffic managers. 


As an example of the utter irresponsibility which 
in a day permeated all classes of men, let me tell 
what happened on a train on which I was an unhappy 
passenger. Midway between stations and right in 
the open country the trajn stopped. Passengers waited. 
in about an hour someone became bold enough to 
break a window and get out. He found that the en- 
gineer and fireman had had a dispute back at the last

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stopping place and had halted the train and renewed 


it. The conductor had taken a side in the matter. By 
degrees some of the passengers gathered around the 
locomotive and also joined in.

The hotels promptly increased their prices 200 per 
cent and I promptly went elsewhere for my meals. At 
the end of the week the hotel management sent me 
a bill for what I might have eaten had I remained. 1 
protested, but the management showed -that it was 
a committee ruling and [ had to pay.

Although the mask and the pisto! were not intro 
duced the holdups authorized by the ‘‘committee”’ 
were in results not less efficient than the old-time 
holdups of stage coaches. On the glad new day of the 
republic bank clerks in all the banks summoned the 
presidents, thrust pens in their hands and demanded 
their signatures to new agreements. Here is what thev 
cdemanded—fourteen months salary a year, two 
months’ vacation a year with full pay. Fifteen to 
25 per cent of the profits regardless of capital, six 
months’ pay in the case of dismissal and no one to be 
dismissed unless a committee of the bank clerks’ asso- 
ciates approved. The agreements were dated 1914. 
The banks refused to sign the agreement, thereupon 
the clerks refused to work or permit anyone to work. 
This forced the banks to give in to the clerks. The 
next day clerks and even porters and watchmen were 
eoing about with 5000-ruble notes in their pockets 
and riding to work in touring cars.

heep quiet. A few minutes later, when the smash 
of glass showed that the gunfire was in my direction, 
the woman crept up beside me and peered through the 
curtains. Instantly a bullet struck her in the neck. 
{ stopped cranking and carried her into the bathroom, 
where F tried to stop the flow of blood, but was un- 
able to do so. She died in a few minutes. People 
sometimes wonder why certain motion pictures are 
abruptly cut off. I probably lost 200 feet of film 
through the tragic incident at my window. 


Russian soldiers for the most part are big, hulking 
fellows with a strong love for play. Back of the lines 
they romp like little kids. They are foolishly trusting. 
Fraternizing Germans at one point succeeded in getting 
the Russians to invite German troops into their 
trenches. The Germans, pretending to loyal comrade- 
ship, planned with the Russians to a mutual agreement 
for moving the gas apparatus back from the lines for 
a distance of 25 miles. A German committee super- 
intended the operation behind the Russian lines, and 
a Russian committee went to the German lines to do 
likewise. The Russians did not return but a message 
was sent back that they were organizing a committee 
of Germans. A few days later, when a strong wind 
was blowing, the air was filled with gas. Twenty- 
five thousand Russians paid the price and the Germans 
got control of an important position. Before the Rus- 
sians had gathered their dead, a German General got 
into communication with the Russians and said that 
a great mistake had been made. An officer had 
ordered the discharge of gas in violation of orders, 
and had been promptly put to death. A committee of 
Russians was invited over to see the grave. Still inno- 
cent and trusting, the committee crossed the line, was 
shown a grave with a marker above it bearing the 
officer's name. - This satisfied the committee, which 
did not take “the trouble to note that the ground 
in which the grave was supposed to be had not been 
disturbed by pick or shovel. 


Being dragged, actually dragged, with my back on 
the ground—for several blocks to a police station, was 
one of my experiences. I was arrested for taking pic- 
tures, my pass was torn up, and when I made bold 
to protest, a Cossack lashed me with a whip, threw 
me off my feet and the dragging began. I was put 
in a cell with perhaps 40 men and women.

'¢¢ OCTOR, can you lay down a scien- 
tific diet?” a New York banker 
asked me the other night at his 
club. 

My best answer was a question. . 
“Have you ever read Bernard Shaw's 
‘Doctor’s Dilemma’?” I asked him. 

.He had not. So I sketched to him the’ sum and 
substance of Shaw’s explanation of a scientific diet, 
the way the average medical man prescribes it. ‘“‘When 
your doctor comes to see you, regardless of the disease 
he will prescribe for you the things he likes to 
eat himself, if he is a good-natured and decent 
sort of chap. But if ‘he is the other kind, one 
of those mean cusses who has a continual 
grouch and indigestion himself (and his indi- 
gestion probably comes from his grouch) he 
will prescribe for you all the things he does 
not like to eat himself. And that will give 
you the impression that he must be terrifically 
scientific.”’ 


The worst trouble about diet is the shetiels- 
gists, chemists and food experts. If they vould 
only stop discovering things, we could all be 
comfy. But you no sooner get it settled in 
your mind that you know all about diet, than 
something happens. You settle on a diet pro- 
nounced by experts to be absolutely balanced, 
with just the right amounts of proteids carbo- 
hydrates and all that. Then some new dis- 
covery puts you up in the ‘air again. 

Take potatoes, for instance. Potatoes, we have said 
for ages, contained a little starch and a lot of water 
and were not of much food value anyway. But quite 
recently a famous scientist has come out that potatoes, 
all by themselves, make a splendidly balanced diet, 
provided you eat the skins. 


In all the discussion I’ve listened to about the proper 
scientific diet, one thing has always kept me guessing. 
I’ve always wondered how it is that the farmers man- 


age to live. Farmers, you know, live on potatoes, 
bread and butter, sowbelly, milk gravy, a few canned 
fruits and pies. Week in and week out they do that, 
having ‘‘fresh meat” so seldom that it is a great luxury 
for them. I have always felt that their diet must be 
somewhere near right, or else that nature must be 
able to adjust herself to what they have to eat, for 
they have no medical dieticians to guide them about 
what they eat. Most of them couldn’t follow a diet 
list anyway. — raise what sna eat and eat what 
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they raise.” The majority of them are too busy making 
a living with hay, corn, oats and wheat to indulge in a 


' garden, so they have few vegetables. As for ezgs— 


eges are “high.”’ I always remember what a country- 
woman said when | saw her in consultation and pre- 


scribed eggs—‘Doctor, as high as eggs are, | should 


choke to death if I tried to eat one.” Yet these people 
live out their lives, and every day they do work 
enough to shame Jess Willard when he is in training. 
They don’t have to bother about a diet. Some law of 
nature or other seems to take care of them. Whet 
do you suppose that law is? 

I asked my New York banker the other night if he 
knew how pepsin is obtained. He didn’t, so I had to 
tell him—how they get pepsin from hogs by having a 
wire screen over the hog trough, shooting the corn 
in under the screen and letting the poor, hungry pig 
have a long, close look at it. His stomach immediately 


gets busy, “his mouth waters,” as the old saying goes, 
and after he’s been teased and tantalized sufficiently he 
‘s butchered and from his stomach contents the pepsin 
is extracted.

of your food, along with some eggs, bacon and toast, 
you remember you weren't troubled with 
constipation or sick headaches. 

I have come to the conclusion that most of the 
trouble we have with our stomachs comes { 
making attempts to fool them. If we gave our 
a square deal, if we did not drop food into them when 
we are tired or under excitement, the majority of us 
would never -have reason to remember we possessed 
stomachs. My advice would be to eat one article of 
food for breakfast and choose another for luncheon. At 
night, if you feel you must gorge yourself, eat every- 
thing in sight and then lie down like a sensible man 
and sleep off the effects. Certainly, under such circum- 
stances, you must not try to carry on conversation or 
use your brains in any way, for your stomach must 
have all the available blood in its heroic endeavor to 
get rid of the mess you have dropped into it. 

You don’t believe that? Very well, try an experi- 
ment. Some night after you have ordered your dinner, 
pour your cocktail into a dish. Then, as the 
food comes along, instead of swallowing it. 
thoroughly masticate each course and as po. 


If the food experts would only stop discovering things, 


we could all be comfy. 


After | told him that, that banker said he thought 
he’d never take any more pepsin.. ‘‘Get your stomach 
muscles as strong as a hog’s are and you won't need 
to,”” was the best answer I could think of. 


If nature does that to a hog, it’s fair to suppose she 
does the same thing with us, and whenever we see a 
particular piece of food that we want, she prepares 
enzymes to digest that particular thing. And it’s 
eoually fair to suppose that when we eat a ten-course 
dinner, besprinkled with cocktails, wines, cordials and 
ices, pagér mother nature will have a terrible time pre- 
paring its special enzyme for every different article 
we've eaten. Doesn't that seem logical? 


And if it is logical, isn’t the cure for indigestion to 
eat only one article of diet at a meal and as much as 
you feel you want? Also, if the sight of food stimu- 
lates the production of enzymes to digest it, why not 
carry the idea a little further and do your own cook- 
ing, thereby preparing to digest what you are going 
to eat after you have it ready to eat? If you ever 
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litely and unobtrusively as possible spit it 
into the dish with the covktail. Pour in (he 
wine you would have drunk. Adi the ices, 
coffee and cordial. Put the dish and con- 
tents into an oven heated to a tempecrature 


two to three hours Then, if it has not 
blown the door off the oven, take it ont and 
look at it. You will then be.in a position to 
judge for yourself whether my suggestions 
seem unreasonable. 


Another interesting line of investigation 
is to ask some surgeon friend who does only 
abdominal surgery in what percentage of 
cases he finds a real organic lesion of the 
stomach itself. Ponder his answer with 
two facts in mind—first, that every animal which has 
to hustle for its own food follows the single-article 
diet plan, second, that when such animals die you 
seldom find anything wrong with their stomachs on 
post-mortem examination. 

You know you have only one life to live. And this 
is a mightily interesting time to spend on earth. There 
is no good reason for expecting your stomach muscles 
to be any stronger than your other muscles. So don’t 
be tempted into working them harder than you do any 
other part of Your body. If you've been doing that, 
and want to get into shape, let the trust company or 
the desk or whatever it may be look out for itself for 
a while. Go up in the woods or out on the farm and 
try the treatment, one-thing-at-a-meal and hungry-for- 
that-as-a-pig. “Root, hog, or die,” is a pretty good 
working motto for a truly scientific diet. 

Some day I hope to present to the world a living 
example of the soundness of my theories. After I had 
outlined all this to my doctor friend, he said he had 
resolved to givt it a try-out. 


Germany’ s Cistern of Man Power 


would reach 85,500 per week. This would mean a total 
of 4,446,000 casualties in one year. 

Now at the ratio of five wounded to one dead this 
would give a total of 741,000 dead per year. 

The Germans have made some fantastic claims as to 
the number of wounded that are returned to full active 
service—claims of well over 90 per cent. If 76 per cent 
are so far restored that they can carry a rifle and en- 
dure the frightful ordeal of trench fighting it would 
be a notable result. Assuming 76 per cent so restored, 
we find that of the wounded, 889,200 are permanently 
crippled and rendered unfit. 

But there is yet another leak in this cistern of man- 
power, which curiously is always overlooked. We refer 
to the fact that soldiers die from sickness as well as 
civilians. Our census of 1910 shows that the average 
death rate between the ages of 20 and 45 is about eight 


per’ thousand. The damp conditions of trench life, 
coupled with the extraordinary mental strain of modern 
warfare, will raise the rate above that of American 
civilian life, especially as undeveloped boys of 16 years 
and men up to 45 years of age are found in the Ger- 
nian army. Assuming a rate of 10 per thousand, the 
loss through sickness would reach 68,000 per year. This 
figure would probably be maintained, because though 
the total army has decreased the quality of the troops 
has greatly deteriorated. 

A summary of these totals for killed, permanently 
crippled, and dead. through sickness, gives a yearly 
total of 1,698,200 men absolutely lost. To compensate 
for this Germany calls to the colors each year about 
450,000 young men; not 600,000, which is a figure they 
give out for public consumption. The total annual 
loss therefore is 1,248,2vu0. And if this rate be main-

had the effect of attracting to munitions work a good 
class of woman who had had a fairly good education, 
and we have found that she is capable of far better 
work and can more easily acquire skill than the type 
of woman that previously had been common in our 
textile and other factories employing women. 

“In 1915 all our employers regarded the introduction 
of a woman into a machine shop as one of the horrors 
of war—about on a par with Zeppelin bombing and 
the shortage of sugar. Nothing has been more strik- 
ing than the change of our employers’ attitude toward 
women in the last two years. 

“If there is now a question between taking on a 
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woman or an unskilled man, the employer has no hesi- 
tation at all. 

“The woman has been found to be a better and more 
ocnscientious worker than the unskilled man; at least, 
the type of unskilled man that is available in our 
country now. And the woman has been found better 
able to acquire skill rapidly. On skilled work, when it 
is a comparison between a woman and a fully qualified 
mechanic, one cannot, of course, expect the woman 
to be so valuable an asset as a man who has been four 
or five years at his trade. But now the only skilled 
men we can scrape out of the less important munition 
factories are of so poor a quality that it is not uncom-

EC. 25th Xmas Day.—-On Xmas _ morning

The Night Before 
Christmas at Ypres. 


From “My Fourteen Months at 
the Front,” by William J. Rob- 
inson, an American with the 
English army. 
SPENT Christmas day of 1914 
in the trenches just south of 
-Ypres. Christmas eve was a 
beautiful night and the Ger- 
mans who held the trenches just oppo. 
site us left us very much alone the entire 
evening. We didn’t bother them, either. There 
was a beautiful moon, and, with everything so 
quiet and peaceful, it was hard to realize that 
there was a war on. During the evening the Germans 
Started singing, and [ heard some of the most beauti- 
ful music I ever listened to in my life. The song 
might start just opposite us, and it would sound as if 
all the Germans in Belgium were singing. When thev 
had finished we would applaud with all our might. 
and then we would give them a song in return. 

A regiment in the trenches started “My Old Ken. 
tucky Home.” The men were getting well along with 
it, when someone in the German trenches _ joined in 
singing, in just as good English as any of us could 
speak. It was beautiful, but it made me awfully 
homesick. After they had finished, the same German 
voice sang “Dancing Around,” and, believe me, that 
fellow could sing ragtime. He was applauded up- 
roariously» and then we sang some more popular 
songs to them, and so it went until the wee small hours 
of the morning. 

During the night a couple of our chaps crawled up 
almost to the German parapet, and with them they 
took a phonograph and record. They wound up the 
machine, put on the record and attached a piece of 
string to the starting lever. Then they crawled back. 
unwinding the string as they came. The next morn- 
ing they pulled the string and it started the machine 
playing that song which was so popular in England at 
that time, “When We Wind Up the Watch on the 
Rhine.” You can bet that that phonograph was filled 
full of lead in short order. 

It was on Christmas morning, too, that the French 
on our left made a charge that was very disastrous 
to them. Things had been so very quiet that I guess 
they were hoping to surprise the Germans. If that 
was their intention they were sadly disappointed, for 
they got caught in a crossfire and were nearly all 
wiped out.

ERE is a symposium of unusual Christmas sto- 
Ege from the. trenches and hospitals in France, 
: gleaned from books written by soldiers, chaplains 
and nurses portraying occurrences of 1914-15. They 
present vivid ulustrations of the beneficent influence of 
Christianity onthe hearts of men even in war’s desolation. 
The Christmas spirit was everywhere preponderant in 
the minds of friend and foe along that ** far fluug battle 
line,’’ and was the only occasion for fraternal exchanges 
between fighters on: Western Front since the war began. 
No Man’s Land became Christian Land for the mo- 
ment, and what Emperors and Kings seemed powerless to 
achieve was brought to pass without. force by the gentle 
sentiment that commemorates mankind’s greatest hour. 
“In some séctors where men were at death grips, fight- 
ing ceased as if by magic and the belligerents supplanted 
hate for one another with the spirit of good will, and e,x-

HE dawn of the 24th brought a perfectly still, 
cold, frosty day. The spirit of Christmas 
began to permeate us all; we tried to plot

EC. 26, 1914.—It was Christmas in. all our 

hospitals and in Sister Gabrielies ward. 

The evening of the 25th was spent around a 

splendid tree, wonderfully decorated. A 

number of little girls, the nurses of tomorrow, full of 

the desire to make themselves useful, but still too 

voung to be admitted regularly to the hospital, had 

heen working outside for their beloved wounded. 

They brought us auantities of their own work and of 
the results of their eellections,

“Ah, those children,’ Sister Gabrielle said to me 
one day, as she watched them leaving the hospital, 
calrying without the least embarrassment huge bun- 
dles of red trousers to be mended: ‘those children 
without knowing it are creating a new generation 
which will be molded by life itself in its highest ex- 
pression; by daily sacrifice, by living close to heroism, 
by the control and forgetfulness of self in the midst of 
unutterable emotion.” 

The sister was only too glad to let all that eager 
young life come to the ceremony of “the tree.’ Hap- 
py and eager, they entered like the fresh spring into 
that long room, where there was always suffering in 
spite of the holiday atmosphere. The smiles of the 
invalids followed them. 


At the very end of the room between the two rows 
of white beds stood the tree. 
sent from the mountains especially 
Its branches bent gently under the weight of number- 
less mysterious packages. Gold and silver stars glit- 
tered through the branches, along which flowed tri- 
color ribbons, those beloved ribbons, the sight of which 
In the middle, at the very 
end of the two largest branches, were fastened two 
French flags. When you touched the trunk. the 
flags waved. You might -have said that our spruce

Two orderlies carried in on a cot the “darling” 
of the room, a little volunteer from Bar-le-duc, 
who answered proudly when he was complimented 
for,his ardor, “But at home all the young men of 
18 have gone. You don’t meet one in town.” 

Today he is blushing and confused by the honor 
being done him, for it is he who is going to draw 
the numbers. They settle him as comfortably as 
possible with a chair on which to rest his wound- 
ed leg.

A fictitious number marked with the name of 
the surgeon of the room suddenly came out. There 
just at that moment was Dr. X, gay and kind as 
always. The men feel great admiration and affection 
for him, which is well deserved, because his untiring 
devotion is as great as his scientific skill. He gra- 
ciously aecepted a box of caramels, and at his request 
one of the young girls passed it around the room. 

An Adjutant, whose bed was far away, claimed 
when his turn came the honor of having one of the 
flags. Boisset confided to me his satisfaction at be- 
ing the last one called. “It’s the least we can do, to 
give our dear wounded the first choice,” he said. 

The directors of the hospital arrived in the midst 
of the distribution of the presents. Behind them we 
saw, to our great surprise, a little harmonium pushed 
by vigorous arms, and with it a whole choir of sol- 
diers. Sister Lucy, the accompanist, was summoned. 
She took her place: the uniforms were grouped 
around her white headdress and in front of the glow- 
ing tree we sang once more the old French carols. 


“People, on your knees, await your deliverance.” 

That command to hope and pray chanted by the 
fine, serious voice of a singer whose head was ban- 
daged, awoke the far echoes of the room over which 
a tense and profound silence had spread. But as the 
songs followed one another we could hear from some 
of the beds, here and there, the sound of stifled sobs. 
They are gay, really, over our simple old songs! 

But today their gaiety stirred in our hearts too 
many memories of past Christmases, from those which 
we celebrated as children in the abandonment of care- 
less happiness to the later ones, even to that of last 
year. That one was perhaps made up of the happi- 
ness of other children, grown up around us; it was 


filled, anyway, with the inexpressible sweetness of 
home. 
Two of the invalids were affected in a particu- 


larly harrowing way. It was because they suffered 
with the agony for which we shall never have pity 
enough. They came from the regions that have been 
invaded and they did not know what had become of 
their wives and children. The little girls, who were 
brought into the hospital room for the first time yes- 
terday, were completely overcome by the tears of 
these men. They came to me to say, in a slightly 
horrified tone, that Sister Gabrielle had said that they

Should not try to comfort them. She would talk to 
them herself later on, but she was sure that for the 
time being it was better to leave them alone. Sister 
Gabrielle was right. She knew well that at certain 
times there are griefs that cannot be comforted. 

During that day of respite when the severe rules 
of the hospital bowed before the gentle Christmas 
time, in front of that tree of memories, in that soft- 
ening family atmosphere, we could not but let them 
weep freely, these fathers, husbands and children who 
suddenly saw near them again the longed-for vision 
of their threatened homes. 

Tomorrow, Sister Gabrielle, who has seemed to see 
nothing, will remember, as if by ay miracle, those beds 
where so many tears have been shed. Tomorrow the 
blessed Christmas day will be over, of course, but the 
tree, stripped of its garlands and presents, will still 
hold the tri-color ribbons and also, hidden in its low- 
est branches, the Divine Child, Who stretches out 
His arms.° Sister Gabrielle still has that silent and 
eloquent sermon; the child of sacrifice under the col- 
ors of that France for which we must be ready to 
give all and even to die: that is what she leaves be- 
fore the eves of the soldiers.

From “Battles and Bivouacs,” 
notebook, by Jaqués Roujon, 


RIDAY, Dec. 25, 1914.—At half-past six the 
Sergeants shout into the grotto: _ 
“Up, Twenty-fourth, and fully equipped! 
Get up at once; within a quarter of an hour 
we must be in the fighting line.” 

Muster in front of the grotto; a frightful din. From 
Crouy to Vailly every single “Battery keeps up an 
uninterrupted fire on the German trenches. What an 
awakening we are giving them for their Christmas! 

In a few words the Lieutenant explains the day’s 
program: 

“Attacks on the left as soon as the bombardment 
is over. In front of Bucy we are commanded not to 
move. The Twenty-fourth must hold the support 
trenches and keep in readiness ‘for any eventuality.’ ” 

The usual thing! 

The company deploys along the path which skirts 
the ridge on a level with the grotto—-today the line is 
over 50 yards forward. 

Men belonging ta the Twenty-third relate how the 
Germans have been singing hymns all night. Our ar- 
tillery will bring them all back to their senses. With 
the exception of two on sentry duty, we are going to 
finish here our interrupted Christm dreams. <A 
joyless day seems in store for us. Shall we be at- 
tacked? 

At 2 o’clock the Twenty-fourth are ordere a to equip 
and muster. It appears that we are to relieve the 
Twenty-third in the first line. 

News arrives; our attack in the direction of Crouy 
has succeeded only partially. The artillery duel is 
coming to an end. We appreciate the silence that fol- 
lows. 

We are fixed up in the first line. I spend a couple 
of hours with Verrier at the listening post, anything 
but a pleasant spot. The Germans are 50 yards away. 
By risking an eye at the loophole, we distinctly make 

out their wires and the mounds of earth behind which 
they are. 

An interlude. The Germans:are imitating the cries 
of various animals—cock and dog: calf and pig. 

We ask for news of the Kaiser. They reply: 

“He’s quite well, thanks. We'll see you again short- 
ly in Paris.” 

A single though expressive word is our retort. 

Again they shout to us from the enemy’s trenches: 

“A merry Christmas! Send us some wine.” 

Then they sing the Marseillaise!
